Magnesia Extracted 
From Sea Water 


HEN a plan to oxtract 
magnesia from soa- 
wator was first. put forward 
in Britain in 193), it was re- 
ceived with vary little 
cnthuslasm, as it was point- 
cd out that amplo and 
chea nipples wore availa- 
blo from Austria. 


Despite this scepticism, the 
proposers. of the scheme—the 
Stectley Magnesite Company Ltd. 
of West Hartlepool, County 
Durham, England—went ohead 
and erected a pilot plant. In the 
following year, 1938, a full-ecale 
plant—the world's first 6ca~ 
water refractory magnesia unit 
—wes Inid down and was pro-
